The World University Service 
was founded in 1920 by a Christ- 
ian federation of college students 
to meet the needs of students and 
professors in Europe following 
thedamages imposed by World 
War I. Students around the 
world responded generously to 
the first appeal, and have been 
working together each year 
furthering the program. 

WUS is not an American 
charity. It is a mutual assistance 
program and any country having 
WUS committees may receive 
monetary assistance.

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Parkinson Entertains SSC Audience

Expose of Some Committees; 


Writer Poses Serious Question

To the absolute delight of an audience virtually packed into an 
overflowing gymnasium, Dr. C. Northcote Parkinson, noted author, 
satirist, and professor of history at the University of Malaya, spoke 
to members of the student body and faculty last week on the under- 
lying principies of his famous theory of administration, Parkinson's 


Law. 

Parkinson's Law, valid as it 
may be, pokes fun im generous 
proportions at this business of 
business. Among the terminology 
used by the speaker were such 
terms as “the coefficient of in- 
efficiency,” and “committology” 
(the study of — of all things, 
—committees.) Needless to say, 
in spite of the peals of laughter 
ringing from the walls of the 
gym, there were a few sour faces 
in the crowd: Parkinson spared 
no ammunition and trod heavily 
upon many administrative toes. 


Cocktail Guests Rotate 

One of the most delightful 
moments of his speech saw light 
when Parkinson made mention of 
one of his lesser theories, that 
concerning the cocktail party. 
Parkinson pointed out that ex- 
ecutives and administrators usual- 
ly arrive at a given cocktail! party 
or social function three quarters 
of an hour late, a time known as 
“H plus 45.” 

He then notes chat these guests 
circulate about the room, pro- 
ceeding in a clockwise direction 
until they reach a predesignated 
section of the room known as 
“E-7", where they all congregate 
and talk shop. (The room has 
been sectioned off into squares 
for purposes of area identifica- 
tion, by a series of imaginary 
parallel lines a given and equal 
distance apart, designated by 
numbers one through ten. These 
lines are cut by another series 
of like lines, running perpendicu- 
lar to the aforementioned lines, 
designated by letters of the alpha- 
bet, sectioning off portions of the 
room into squares—like on a 
map. Get it? The guests in ques-

tion congregate in square E-7.) 
Erred in Experiment 
Now, before going further, 
Parkinson pauses to explain that 
perhaps he has erred: by con- 
ducting all his research on the 
subject of parties in the northern 

hemisphere. 

“The possible blunder will be 
readily apparent to any scien- 
tist,” he explains. It seems that, 
as one may observe from time 
to time, the water in one’s bath- 
tub flows down the drain in a 
whirlpool which rotates im a 
clockwise direction as soon as 
one removes the plug. 

“However,” cautions Parkin- 
son, “it is said that while the 
water moves clockwise in the 
northern hemisphere, it moves 
counterclockwise in the southern 
hemisphere. This would seem to 
suggest that perhaps people tend 
to move counterclockwise also 
at cocktail parties in places like 


Melbourne and Sidney (Aus- 
tralia.) 
“It this true?” Dr. Parkinson 


states that he is attempting to 
persuade the Ford Foundation to 
subsidize an experiment “in the 
interest of science” for the ex- 
press purpose of finding out. 
Reporter Queries 

If the results of such an ex- 
periment prove Parkinson's 
theory valid and administrators 
at cocktail parties do move about 
the recom in a counterclockwise 
fashion in the southern hemi- 
sphere, then The Hornet would 
pose a more imiricate and highly 
perplexing questicn to Dr. Park- 
inson: “Wha Leppens at parties 
held in rezions located smack- 
dab on the equator?”

Sputtering through three full quarters before they 
could get their scoring motor warmed up, the Sacramento 
State College Hornets lost the last game of the 1958 foot- 
ball season last Saturday to the University of California 
Aggies of Davis, 22-14. Playing at Grant Bowl in numbing 


cold weather, the Green and Gold 
faced a strong Aggie eleven with 
its gridiron radiator apparently 
loaded to the brim with an anti- 
Hornet solution, 

The Aggies, scoring in the 
first, third and final periads, 
held a 22 point margin before 
the Hornets were able-to get on 
the scoreboard. Mel Voos, fleet- 
footed Aggie back, scored the 
first two tallies for the visitors 
on short trips of eight and two 
yards to the SSC end zone. He 
also added an eight yard gallop 
following an offside penalty on 
the first PAT attempt for an- 
other two points, giving the 
Davis gridders a 14-0 lead.

Football Prognosticators Get High 
Scores in Publications Weekly Contest; 
Walden Wins Over Gon By 2 Points 


Did you get 19 right in last week’s Hornet Football 
Contest ? So what? So did 13 other contestants. And what’s 
more important is the fact that nine entrants were correct 
in 20 predictions, and two made 22 correct prognostications. 

Albert Walden’s choice of 22 winners and his total 


points estimate of 935 won him 
the $5 prize. Walden, of 1627 50th 
street, beat Ervin Gon of 4267 
Warren avenue by a mere two 
points in the total points depart- 
ment, Gon also had 22 correct 
picks for an 84.6 per cent aver- 
age, but he estimated the 52 
teams on the sheet would score 
937 points.

One Acts Show New Trend

The stage of the outdoor 


theater, where the One Acts took 
place last week-end, was the 
scene of some of the most sin- 
cere and excellent college theater 
Sacramento State has seen for 
quite a while. Usually the One- 
Acters are rather rough, to put 
it mildly, but last week showed 
a@ new trend in the theater work- 
shop: good timing, nice diction, 
and, above all, good acting! 
Actors Outstanding 

The actors did an outstanding 
job of interpretation and had 
good stage presence, despite the 
fact that the audience was prac- 
tically in their laps. This was 
perhaps the only “bad” element 
of the productions, and this was 
unavoidable because of the 
physical limitations of the stage. 

Grandfather's Chair, by Walter 
P. Eaton, and directed by Lee 
Potter, is the story of an elderly 
woman who sells fake antiques 
and has no conscience about dup- 
ing the public. Some timly bits 
of philosophy combined with an 
ample amount of humor made the 
show thoroughly enjoyable, and 
the cast proved even if there are 
very scant sets that a good play 
and better acting are the prime 
requisites for fine theater. 

Drake Does Well 

Carolyn Drake, who portrayed 
Mrs. Twining, the seller of an- 
tiques, did a remarkable job. Her 
characterization of an older per- 
son came through to the audience 
beautifully, her voice was very 
well modulated, timing was good, 
and her interpretation of the lines 
were “just right!’ Miss Drake 
could, however, improve her basic 
stage technique to make her per- 
formances exceptional. 

Lee Potter, as the stranger, 
shows great improvement since 
his first acting experiences at 
SSC. He still needs to make his 
movements and speech less stilted 
and relaxed (even though he may 
be coping with butterflies inside!) 

John Rogers, the Dealer, was 
extremely funny, but his habit 
of looking directly at the audi- 
ence instead of over their heads 


was distracting 

Jack Meeker and Gail Lind- 
mier as Mr. and Mrs. Motorist 
did substantial jobs, as did Landa 
Mokes, who played their 
daughter. 


Need Some Work 

The main criticism of the pro- 
duction as a whole could be 
summed up in a few short words: 
work on basic stage techniques! 

Where The Cross Is Made, by 
Eugene O'Neil, directed by Sher- 
wood Silva, was unique in that 
it is extremely gratifying to see 
a college group attempt to do an 
“O'Neil” because of its depth of 
emotion and continuous human 
pathos. 

Three cheers for James Algeo 
who portrayed Nat Bartlett with 
such (pardon the expression) 
“professionalism” that he had the 
whole house doing something 
which is difficult for most actors 
to do— believe! Algeo maintained 
a fantastic equilibrium through- 
out his performance, and all that 
can be said is “bravo.” 

The role of the captain, played 
by Dave Clegg, was strong but 
at time trying to maintain his 
insanity seemed difficult for 
Clegg to accomplish. 

Barbara Thornhill as Sue Bart- 
lett gave a genuine, sincere per- 
formance, but she too found it 
hard at times to keep the emo-

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tional pitch required of the part. 

Clyde Bonnett seen as Dr. Hig- 
gins was a good supporting 
actor. 

The whole show was extremely 
well done, and Dr. Carl Thomas, 
advisor for the student-directed 
plays, can be mighty proud of 
the work and effort which proved 
so well worth their time. Here's 
hoping the One-Actors can main- 
tain the level of acting attained 
by all who participated in them 
this semester. Congratulations 
and keep up the good work!

In Family 
Affair ~he maid comes into a 
stiff, and oh so precisely well- 
mannered household, and sheds 
a little light on the subjects 
Gaiety resounds as she sings (off 
key!) her work away 

As the master of the house, 
Chuck Walker was very good. 
He, while flirting with the maid, 
decided it was fun to... live a 
little! So he did! This turned the 
household upside down. Bea Find- 
lay, as the wife was well cast. 
Her portrayal was extremely 
convincing, as she maintained 
that her husband had suffered 
a nervous breakdown or some- 
thing—-anything, actually, to ex-

Thanks to Ole Abe Lincoln in 1863

Thanksgiving has undergone much change since the 
Pilgrims declared a time to “rejoice together”, 337 years 
ago. The turkey will be neither shot by the menfolk nor 
home-grown this year. He will be bought ready to stuff 
and roast, perhaps even already stuffed. Unlike the stringy 


birds of the past, he will be 
tender and succulent—a credit to 
his carefu] breeding and ranch- 
fattening. 

There will be no chilly trips 
to the root cellar for sweet po- 
tatoes or parsnips: no fumbling 
for celery, interred in sand to 
blanch, Vegetables may be frozen, 
ready to cook. The pumpkin and 
mince pies, while spicy and 
fragrant as ever, are apt to be 
the brown-and-serve variety.

Commencement Questioned 


Two questions have arisen concerning the June com- 
mencement ceremonies. The first, should attendance at the 
graduation program be limited to a certain number of 
guests per graduate or should the affair be moved to an- 
other location, either on campus or off? 

The second question asks, should baccalaureate service 
be dropped as a part of the commencement program ? 

The first question arose a5 a result of the standing 
room only crowd at last spring’s graduation. At that time 
there were approximately 400 graduates, but some esti- 
mates of the number of students who will receive degrees 
this coming June are as high as 700. Clearly, this means 
that the seating facilities at the outdoor theater will not be 
sufficient to handle the number of persons who will wish 
to view the June program. 

One solution which has arisen is to limit the number 
of guests to two per graduate. This may be the only solu- 
tion but if so it will indeed be unfortunate since graduation 
is generally considered to be a family affair. 

Since the senior class has officially gone on record as 
opposing a limit on the number of guests who may attend 
graduation, the obvious alternative is for the Commence- 
ment Planning Committee to attempt to find a suitable 
location. There are several possible locations in Sacramento, 
other than the Memorial Auditorium, which would war- 
rant investigation either by the commencement planning 
committee or by the senior class. 

A baccalaureate service, or as it was originally called 
a baccalaureate sermon, was developed at a time when 
many colleges had strong religious affiliations. It has since 
lost some of its original meaning but has instead taken on 
a ceremonial aspect, Where it is carried out, baccalaureate 
provides a rather solemn, dignified and inspiring tone to 
graduation. 

The question, regarding whether baccalaureate should 
be continued at SSC, arose because of a lack of interest dis- 
played on the part of seniors, Also, the service causes some 
discomfort on the part of the faculty who must attend in 
their academic attire. 

In this case also the senior class officially took an 
affirmative position. Taking into consideration the senior 
class feelings, the Commencement Planning Committee 
must first determine whether an interesting and effective 
program could be arranged which would take on real mean- 
ing to the graduates. 

If an outstanding theologian were to be featured, now 
and in the future, baccalaureate could become an important 
part of the overall college academic and social program. It 
might well relate to the religion and life week which is 
becoming an established part of the college program.
